Powerful 

The word "power" (Romans 1:1-7) jumped out at me in to- 
day's readings as I was preparing to write this bulletin's devo- 
tional. It reminded me of the numerous paradoxes pre- 
sented to us in the Bible which are there to point out the 
differences in God's way of doing things versus the world's. I 
do a lot of work with criminals so I am very familiar with the 
world's way of obtaining power. I've also learned about it 
through my own struggles with the flesh. Today's scripture 
readings reminded me of God's idea of power exercised in his 
children's lives and some examples of what it looks like. 

Hands held high in worship and surrender; bended knees; 
folded hands; bowed head; tears of repentance; tears of sad- 
ness; forgiving; a baby's cry; two or more gathered in His 
name; a timely smile; a timely word; "listening"; praying; 
spending time with Him in his word; a simple "Yes" or "No"; 
turning the other cheek; going the extra mile; giving; loving 
our enemies; stillness; noisy children; laughter; focusing on 
whatever is true, honorable, right, and pure; hugs; taking a 
prayerful stand against unrighteousness; discipling/ 
mentoring; "letting go"; trust; love; snow-capped mountains 
(If God had muscles, the Rocky Mountains would be them); a 
mountain stream; a husband and wife giving birth to their 
child in a manger, because there was no room for them at 
the inn; angels; shepherds hurriedly finding their way to this 
family; the Magi; the cross and resurrection; the Holy Spirit; 
the Gospel/ "Good News." 

Heavenly Father, please use us this Christmas season to 
spread light, hope, and love to those where this is lacking. 
Thank you for becoming man, "letting go," and being our 
example of how to be powerful. Please make us willing to 
allow You to use us in a "powerful way" this day, every day.
